The ^iddr.?s!> given at the Pcopl 
rorum la.st night by Cecil Robcr, 
Llngliab poet and novelist, wa.s offer 
cd under tho head of "The art oflii-: 
Novelist."' Mr. Roberts began by 
suggesting artful as a synonym for 
art. From this thesis he divulged tho 
different art« practiced by different 
types- of writers the effect of sucÂ art 
on the reading public, and the effect 
on th« critic.

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"ADVANCES" 

Oik; of the most perplexing problems with 
whicli tlic 'editor of any college newspaper has 
to fleal is the class of atory known as the "ad- 
vance."' On iho one hand the nndergraduate 
journalist \a confronted by :i myriad of campus 
clubs, each of which expects that the paper will 
do it.s advertising, boom its attendance, and 
then report its activities afterwards. And on 
the other hand he has his reporters and asso- 
ciate editors who are giving their time and ef- 
fort voluntarily for the opportunity of receiv- 
ing training in newspaper work A third horn 
is added to the dilemma by the fact that the 
undergraduate public mut be given news of in- 
terest to them. 

The firfst consideration of the college edi- 
tor i.s the perfection of the technique of his 
staff, and the establishment of his pai>er's poli- 
cies on a basis as nearly similar as possible to 
those of tlie best profe.s.sional press. In so do- 
ing he will he a.s.surcd of giving his readers 
what they want and what they pay for, the 
new.«, preseiilod in an interesting way. And in 
so doing he will also give his reporters and as- 
.•îociates what they desire, a comprenhenslvc 
training in amateur journalism. 

But, how do these articles at '"advances" 
fit into a programme so ambitious? Not very 
well, it must be admitted. , 

The first "advance" iiubJished can be 
classed as news, if properly written and de- 
void of eulogy of the wonderful programme of 
the society mentioned. But after first "ad- 
vance" usually come a flock of others, using the 
same material with the only precaution of re- 
arrangement. These articles cannot by any 
.stretch of imagination be called news, for the 
simple reason that they do not tell the reading 
public anything that they have not heard be- 
fore. All they do is advertise the club or society 
mentioned, a function which the professional 
. press is very careful to avoid, unless it be 
through the more proper medium of the adver- 
tising columns. For this purpose most college 
papers have a notice colunmn. 

If, by any chance, there is new material 
in the "advances," if extracts from the com- 
ing address are given, or events otherwise an- 
ticipated in this way, there is no use asking 

students (o attend the function adverti.sed 

when they already know everything that is go- 
ing to happen. .Vor is there any use a.oking a re- 
porter to attend, for the newspaper and its 
public have been told repeatedly all about the 
event befon; it eomes to naps. It is news no 
longer, and I he people are heartily sick of it 
all. 

A few campu.s .soeiclics write their own 
"advances". If there must be repeated advan- 
ces on the same subject, that is the ideal way 
for them to come into being. But the majority 
of college organizations seem to think that the 
paper is >lujwiiig partiality and unfair discrim- 
imination if ils does not continue to "rehash" 
their first "advance" every day until the long- 
ed-for meeting is held. The foget that rewrit- 
ing an article takes a reporter's time and work, 
and that there arc not loo many reporters at 
any one time to waste on such a task. And in 
"rehash" work there i.<; little or no training 
for the rei)orter, no chance for the development 
of either roportorial skill or originality in Eng- 
lish composition. 

The worst result of the whole system of 
advances is that it destroys I lie readers' re- 
spect for and interest in the college paper. If 
every .second article can be labelled "advance", 
if the paper is only an advertising medium for 
a contellation of the undergraduate societies, 
then the reader knows that the only reason for 
looking at it is that he may be exposed to what- 
ever propaganda happens to be in the air at 
the time. If the news value is lost from the 
columns of the college daily the reason for the 
existence of the undergraduate newspaper is 
gone. Moreover it is a safe wager that ninety 
percent of the "rehashed advance.s" arc not 
read unless there happens to be a series of un- 
usually dry lectures and the students has noth- 
ing better to do. In other words, too many "ad- 
vances" defeat their own end. 

The problem then, for.^e,,editor, is that of 
satisfying the advertising^ropensities of the 
various societies without destroying the news 
value of the paper. To do this it would seem 
that the notice column should 1» made suffi- 
cient for permanent advances, and that if there 
is a deficiency of actual local coliege news therè 
.should be no dificulty in finding interesting 
material in the "exchanges." News of othèr col- 
leges should certainly be of interest on any 
campus. . 

Whatever the .solution, it is certain that 
the greatest progress in undergraduate jour- 
nalism during the ne.\t few .years will have to 
be in dealing with this very matter of "ad- 
vnnccs."

HENRY ARTHUR JONES 

A young playwright, seriously setting out to gaia a 
rounded conception of English . drama, nn'glit profitably 
confine himself to three writers; Shalf.cspturc, Gordon 
Craig, and Henry .Xrtluir Jones. In Shakespeare he would 
find the finest c.xprcasioii of the essential dranutic qualities, 
those ((ualities that distinguish a play from .iny other type of 
literature. Cordon Cr.iig would furnish him with the most 
enthusiastic conception of the drama's future, the hitherto 
unthought of forms it might take, and the unthought of 
influence it might wield. I-lcnry Arthur Jones would be an 
tAiimplc, and tl;c bi?;t c.Naniplo, of a practical playwright, 
who from the wealth of his experience set down those con- 
ditions he considered essential to any great drama. Shake- 
speare might have done what Jones did, and with greater 
genius, but he did not; Craig has tried to do so, an.! has 
failed, lost in his wild theories. 

The time has now come when Jones's importance as a 
dramatist, and as a writer on the drama, can be weighed, and 
when an approxiiiMtc position can be assigned to him in the 
development of the theatre. No criticism of a man's work 
ran be of much v.cight, so long as the man is alive and 
cap.iblc of writing somcthhig which may invalidate the 
critic's judgment. Unfortunately there is no longer i-neii a 
possibility in the case of Jones, for he died on Monday, 
7th. 1929. He has left over sixty plays, numerous magazine 
and newspaper articles, and two volumes; "The Renascence 
of the English Drama" and "The Foundations of a National 
Drama". On these work, and on their injluence, he must be 
judged. 

Our present neglect of Jones is probably a bad omen for 
his iiiturc fame. When he died the "Times" newspaper ac- 
corded him half a column, and that meagre notice is almost 
the only consideration so far given him, in spite of the fact 
that, with Pinero, he was the most famous playwright of 
his time. In a certain well-known catalogue of plays, before 
me at the moment, only IwctJty. ot his rf^y., are j mentioned— 
an<l the publishers ot that catalogue arc rcm»rkablc for 
printing anything that has the least chance of selling. Hi; 
plays, Which had an instant and enormous fueccss when first 
written*, are never produced, even l>y professioi'r! stock 
companies whose repertoire includes such plays as P:neto'.< 
"The Second Mrs. Tanqucray", and Wilde's "The Importance 
of Being Earnest". Both his books have been superceded by 
others, written by men who knew less shout practical play- 
writing, but more about the organization oi an interesting 

VOlUîiW. 

TJie public judgmtnt of his plays and books is probably 
correct. Upon what, then, does his claim to fame rest? The 
key to the problem can be found in the titles of his two 
books. He was a great man because he had a profound in- 
fluence for good upon the renascence of the English theatre 
and the formation of a national dratna, and upon everything 
those two phrases imply. For the success of his efforts his 
birtli and early training were fortuitous. 

Henry Arthur Jones was born at Grandborough, Buc- 
kinghamshire, on September 20th. 18S1. His early life was 
thus spent in one of the most sterile uninteresting periods 
of the Enghsh drama, the first three-quarters of the nine- 
teenth century. Successful playwrights were men like Lord 
Lyiton who wrote "Richelieu", and James Planche who 
wrote hundreds of extravaganzas and pantomimes. Neither 
■•Richelieu" nor the extravaganzas and pantomimes were 
remarkable for literary quality, and their only interest to- 
day is as reflections of the period. Whether their poor quality 
led to general contempt from educated people, or whether 
the contempt caused the poor quality, cannot be <lctcrmined, 
but the fact remains that contemporary men of letters refus- 
ed to take the drama seriously. Matthew Arnold in 1879 was 
the first recognized critic to consider it worthy of attention, 
and his consideration shows that a new era was dawning 
both in the finality of the drama, and in the attitude of the 
public. At this fortunate moment. Jones comes on the scene. 
In 1882 "The Silver King", written in collaboration, was 
produced. It was a melodrama which probably explains its 

instant success. 

But Jones' ambitions for the linglinh drama were too 
lofty to allow him to wrhc many melodrama}, and from 
1890 on he began to produce a more serious tyTf, a type often 
called the "strong play" or the "problem play". From that 
date, too, he began his campaign of lectures and articles, in 
the course of which he appeared in Ai)tertcar.:t llarwd and 
Vale, and all over Great Britain. Jones was qiud: enough to 
realize the faults in the old drama, and intelligent enough to 
suggest suitable remedies. He saw that Planchc's light plays 
had been theatric without being dramatic— that they had 
depended for their iuccess upon spectacle and cheap melo- 
dramatic iricks-and that they were not "literary" enough to 
appeal to the intellect. On the other hand^he could see the 
failure of plays like Browning's, which were literary without 
being dramatic. 

Hence he began to point out in his essays and speeches 
the necessity for bringing "our acted drania again into living 
relation with English literature". To a great degree he suc- 
ceeded in doing that in his own plays. Almost every other 
reform he fought lor was simply a modification of this 
thesis. He wished to separate the drama froiti popular amuse- 
ment, by which he meant things like vaudeville turns and 
musièal comedy, not because he was against vaudeville 4nd 
musical comedy, but because he thought that "there. îs ^ high- 
er .ind greater pleasure to be obtained frpm the drama than 
from popular amusement". His early training had ma<ie him 
a good French scholar, and as time went on he became more 
and more interested in Frcncii drama. He was never tirc<l 
of repeating that if English drama was to be as fine as 
French, Ktiglishmen would have to learn to give it the serious 
consider.ition it had lacked in his youth. 

It naturally followed that most of his propaganda was 
aimed at preparing the ground for the playwright, not at 
reconstructiiig the playwright's art, which is what Craig is 
trying to do. And that propaganda though thankless, was 
sensible, because Jones realized thai commonplace of dramatic

As 
ho wns so fond of saying, why .should 
not the problem.-! discussed In the 
Greek drama, .'n Shakespeare, ,ind In 
the nil):c. be discussed also In tho 
modoin drama? To have a great not- 
ional Knsllsli ;;icalrc, It I.s necessary 
"to Inform oui- drama with a broad, 
i-ane, and profound morality that 
neither dreads nor v.Ishcs to escape 
from the permanent f.icts of human 
life, and tho : ci manent passions of 
men and wcmcn". 

He \rlcd honestly to follov.- these 
precepts In his own plays, and, because 
he was fairly .successful, they have ati 
Important place !n tho rcnascvriicc of 
the English drama. If It i.s nocessaiy 
to classify his work It might bo styled 
"emotional drama". That I.t It appeals 
mainly by Its story and char.acter dev- 
elopment rather than by the undcr- 
Ijlnt; thought, nut that docs not mean 
th.lL tilays have no social implica- 
tion. Jones was never tired of preach- 
ing tho power ot tho drama as an ed- 
ucative force, and there Is not a Elnglc 
one of his '■iter plays that doe.s not 
consider some problem of contempor- 
ary society, or o.' all human society. 
.In "Judah" a pretended falth-healer 
Is the central ch!iractcr. Michael, In 
".Michael and His Lost .Vngcl". Is a 
high-nilndcd clorgyman who forces a 
fallen woman to publicly confess her 
sin. I.ater, when he himself commits 



tho same crime, ho realises that he 
and society had treated her too 
."^'jvercly. In both these plays the inter- 
est centres In the characters. If one 
(it tho "dramatists of thouglit", Gal- 
sworthy, Bficux, Shaw, Gorki, or 
Ilauptmann, 1er Instanee, had treated 
the sumo theme, his purpose would 
have been to con-sidcr tho possibility 
(jf fallh-heaUng, and the stalo of so- 
ciety that demands such treatment of 
a woman. Hut Jones was on« of the 
first to write a "serious" i,lay. and he 
is the forerunner of ti:esî modo-n 
ilrnmatlsts. 

But his piay.i will never rank as 
high as ihoso of Galsworthy or Shaiv, 
for the reason that he could not .'wver 
himself sufficiently from the old Vic- 
torian method of playv.rlllnB. His 
plays arc loo obviously haud-tallored. 
Tho incidents oft«n have a touch of 
melodrama, and many of the charac- 
ters .arc types or caricatures. It Is 
peculiar, but the.sc faults arc tho un- 
niistakcnblc hall-mark on mof. ot the 
plays of tho nineties and early years 
of the present century.

No^>.hcre do 
styles change so rapidly as in the 
drama, and nowhere Is work forgotten 
so quickly, unless It has accomplished 
something outstanding. Neither the 
plays of Pinero. nor of Jones, arc re 
markablo for technic.i! advances or 
great genlutr^but as time goes on, and 
the drama de%'elops along It» present 
lines, dramatists will point to Henry 
Arthur Jones as one of their earliest 
and most Influential (orerunnws; one 
of tho first '.0 see that a, ncv: dram.i 
was forming, and one ot the first to 
Kibour at clearing Its path.
